
 
 
In 1990, The Town of North Hempstead built the community center on Clinton G. Martin 
Park District Property.  At that time, the Town agreed to pay $ 15,000 per year to the 
district through a long term lease agreement. 
 
That same year, the Town’s administration changed and the new administration was 
unaware of the lease agreement.  As a result, no payments were made for several years.  
Subsequently in 2003, the last year of May Newburger’s administration, the issue 
resurfaced and the Town was presented with a schedule of payments owed.  Supervisor 
Newburger agreed to transfer $105,000 towards the unpaid monies and an additional 
$10,000 per year until the total debt was paid. 
 
Several years later, Supervisor Kaiman agreed to pay off the remainder of the debt and 
authorized a payment from the general fund to cover the remaining balance.  The Town 
added to the balance the cost of a chlorine system installed in the pool in 2008 requiring 
an adjustment to the payment schedule.  The debt had been fully covered. 
 
At this time, the balance is zero and the town continues to pay $15,000 per year pursuant 
to the original lease agreement.  
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
